The Terms of Reference of the Study Team were as follows;— 

(i) To suggest programmes for development of the handloom industry in the Fifth 

Plan j 

(ii) To suggest measures for the maximum utilisation of the export potential of the hand- 
loom sector ) 

(iii) To suggest mtasnres for building infrastructure and providing adequate inputs, 
particularly finance to the handloom sector j and 

(iv) To review the position regarding reservation and to suggest changes in policy, if 
iieCejSaiy. 

a. The repjrt submitted by the Study Team contained 91 main recommendations relating 
to th; various problemi faced by the handloom sector and its development in relation to the mill 
and the puwerfoam sectors. It also contained 3 dissenting notes—one by the Member re¬ 


presenting the Government of Maharashtra opposii^ the equation of the powerloom sector to 
the mill sector, second by the member representing Government of Tamil Nadu urging whole- 
Stle reservations exclusively for handlwnM of all thcfle itenW which are at present produced or 
can b= produced on handlooms and third by another member Shri Konda Lakshman Bapuji 
retfeertng dlffejence of oplnloh almost on all aspects and urging development through coopera- 
jves only. 

3. The recomm'ndatiotis of the Study Team along with the comments, etc. received on them 
from State Gtvrimtnts and other authorities, were scrutinized in depth by an Intcr-Ministcriid 
Committee healed by the then Secretary, Department of Export Production in the Ministry of 
Commerce. Toe decisions arrived at on each of the recommendations as a result of such con¬ 
sideration are indicated in Annexurc. In brief Govt, have decided to undertake the following 
prog-ammes for further development of the handloom industry during the Fifth Plan period :— 

(1) Schemes for extension of cooperative coverage of handlooms to 60% by the end 

of the Fifth Flan. 

(2) Starting intensive development projects in compact geographical areas having sizable 

concentration of handlooms ; 

(3) Setting up of a number of export-oriented production centres for improving the quality 
and design of the cloth manufactured for export; 

(4) Steps to ensure (a) adequate supply of inputs at reasonable prices and (b) alternative 
arrangements for provision of credit to primary weavers cooperative societies where 
central cooperative banks are weak and unable to provide credit ; 

(5) Reservation of (i) Yarn-dyed dhotics, (ii) low reed pick cloth, (iil) all coloured sarces, 
(iv) Dusters and (v) towels in honey-comb weave of EfazhS Thortu for exclusive 
production in the handloom sector in addition to the present Items of the exclusive 
reservation, and re-introduction of Tex Mark system for powerloom cloth. 

For the implementation of these programmes, necessary budget provision is to be made supported 
^ requisite institutional finances, from-year to year. An organisation under a Development 
Commissioner for Handlooms is being set up under the Ministry of Commerce to pay continuous 
attention and achieve effective implemematlon of the above mentioned programmes. The All 
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India Handloom Board will be converted into a statutory body in course of time. Pending 
aettinjt up of the statutory Boaidi the existing Board will be suitably reconstituted In order to 
make it a more efifectivc body charged with the responsibilities of coordinating and supervising the 
Implemoatation of th* programmes of development In tJds sector, with the necessary financial 
and administrative powers. 

4. Giveynmipt wish taplace on record theii great appreiationtrfth* very valuable work done- 

by the Study Team in preparing a comprehensive report touching on all aspects of the Hand- 
loom Industry.

The additional duty may be 
collected in the form of a handloom cess on yarn 
for the benefit of handloom devclopment.P As the 
composite milissector uses its own yam it should be 
possible, in the excise frame, to leave it out of the 
purview of this cess.

88 The cess may tempt the powerloom interest to put Do, 

in a mechanised contrivances to real hank yarn 
suitably for powerloom use. Such reeling should 
be prohibited with punitive measures. Part of the 
cess levied should be utilised to build up a Strong 
excise organisation to ensure that such misuse of 
yarn does not take place.

89 The processing duty in case of powerlooms should Do- 

bo jacked up by at least 20 per cent so that some 
part of the differential in the overall incidence of 
taxation between the mill and powerloom sectors 
is covered. This extra levy shall be in the form of a 
handloom surcharge creditable to the Handloom 
Fund.

90 Since viable rural industries have an important place Noted. 

in our Plan Strategy, it is necessary to induct more 
and more people in the rural sector into the hand¬ 
loom industry. This Team has identified areas 
where additional investiments ate necessary during 
the Fifth Plan to give a boost to the handloom in - 
dustry. Unless these investments arc ensured and 
the recommended infrastructure brought in 
quickly, there will be a serious deterioration in 
the unemployment and under-employment posi¬ 
tion in the handloom sector.

It is expected that the recommended handloom cess, 
compounded levy and the processing duty will be¬ 
nefit the handloom fund to the extent of about Rs. 
20 crores per annum. This fund should be utilised 
for various schemes recommended by the Team for 
the improvement of handlooms during the Fifth 
Plan period and thereafter.
